The Better Course 

COBIE CONFUSION mvitm to exist in the "»»"«<« of 
^ municipal leaden—and it certainly exists in the 
minds of the pubUc—reKordlnc the exact object of the 
study of Greater Victoria integration priitinaid by 
Mayor Wilaon of Victoria and Reeve Murphy of 
Saanich. 

Both of them have spoken in favor of a formal 
study under a division of tbs Municipal Act dealing 
with metropolitan areas. 

But although there have been refereixes to an 
amalgamation study, the procedure laid down in this 
divlMon appean to lead only toward formation of a 
metropolitan board, an additional level of government 
composed of appointad memhen from the councils 
involved, exercuing powers delegated to it by the 
coundk. These night include, for instance, metro* 
poUtan planning and the aihninlstratlon of metropoK* 
tan polkx and fire departments. 

But a formal study under the act would not 
lead toward omalgamatlan, and unification surely is 
what it needed rather than the superimposition of 
another council in which municipal interests oouki 
only be divisive. 

For this reason alone an Informal study to ex¬ 
pand the Deutach amalgamation report of 1958 and 
bring it up to date would appear to be the better 
course. there is another reason. ^ 

An informal study of amalgamation, including 
a good look at metropolitan government as a possible 
second choice, would invite the co-operation of Oak 
Bay and EsquimaJt. Neither would have much to 
lose by contributing to an examination of the facta. 

If on the other han^ooe of these municipalities 
were to join In a formal study under the act, it could 
be obliged by Saanich and Victoria in a referendum 
to participate m a metropolitan government. This 
possibility undoubtedly is enough to deter either from 
willingly co-operating. 

Times and taxes and trends have changed since 
Victorians voted for amalgamation and Saanich elec¬ 
tors voted against H; attitudes will have changed to 
some degree too. The time may now be ripe for 
unification of these two munidpaliUes. constituting 
by far the major port of Greater Victoria. The 
sensible course would be for these two couiKils. at 
least, to get ahead quickly with on informal gather¬ 
ing ol the facts for presentation to their taxpayers. 

Better still would it be, of course, if CM Bay 
and tAqulmalt nould participate fully in the crdlec- 
tlon and examination of all the pertinent informa¬ 
tion. In doing so without the apparatus of the Muni¬ 
cipal Act, they could be free of apprehensions about 
committing or obliging themselvea in any way. 

Appeasing Asia 

A REyORT from Melbourne suggests that the Aus- 
^ trallon government Is cocvidering a change of 
poUcy on West New Guinea. It is said to be thinking 
of alignment on the side of Indonesia. 

The reason given is that continued support of 
Holland's position would be viewed In Asia as a form 
of whits c^oniallsm. 

The West, or white nations, are in danger of 
bending over backwards too far. They seem to fear 
Afro-Asiatic opinion no matter the logic or >utire 
of a given situation and are tosing ground by their 
exceeding supplication. 

In the instartce of West New Guinea this terri¬ 
tory does not belong to Indonesia and never did. It 
was simply one of the septrate colonies of the former 
Dutch F.ast Indies. Most of the latter are now merged 
in the independent stale of Indonesia, but that does 
not validate the Indonesian claim to West New 
Guinea. 

And there is ample evidence that the Papuans 
of West New Guinea, unrelated by race, habit or 
outlook to tile Indonesians, have i» desire to be 
handed over to another overlord. 

Thia would merely exchange white colonialism 
for brown colonialism. Instead the Papuaiu look 
forward to tutelage towards self-government, which 
has been announced as the policy of the Netherlands 
govenunent. 

It would be surprising if Australia should ignore

REPOTTING ■OCSEPLANTS — 
(G.FX„ Victorial. Most houaepUilto 
trin get along nicely fop- abiMi two 
yean before they require repotting 
Into entinety fresh soil, but 1 think it 
pay* to lo{Mlresa them after 12 
months. Jhle means scralchlng away 
as much of tba surface aoU aa can 
be removed without damaging tbe 
roots and replacing it with fresh, rich 
soil. 

Whether or not a plant needs a 
bigger pot depends upon the condi¬ 
tion of the rooCA When a pUnt teems 
to be using an unusual amount of 
water, this la an Indication that the 
pot la filled with roots, which can be 
confirmed by knocking the ball of 
soil out of the pot for examliuilion 
If the roots are runmng around 
the Inside wall of the pot. a larger 
container la required. Teaae a few of 
the root ends free of the aoU ball 
and scratch away a little of the old 
■oil before potting up In the new pot. 

When ferns become too big. the 
piani and soil ball can be divided with 
a sharp knife and portions repotted 
to make smaller plaintA The younger 
outside bits make better plants than 
the old. woody portion In the middle.
